Second Amendment, dated April 12, 2012 to the Assistance Agreement, 
between the United States of America, acting through the United States Agency for 
International Development ("USAID") and the Government of the Republic of 
Yemen Government, acting through the Ministry of Planning and International 
Cooperation ("MOPIC" or the "Grantee) dated September 16, 2009, (the 
"Assistance Agreement") and subsequently amended on August 25, 2010. 



Section 1 : The Assistance Agreement is hereby amended as follows: 



A. Article 3, Section 3.1(a) is amended by deleting the phrase " 

Seventy Eight Million One Hundred Fifty-Three Thousand Three 
Hundred Twenty-Two United States ("U.S.") Dollars ($78,153,322)." 
and replacing it with "One Hundred Fifteen Million Seven Hundred 
Thirty-One Thousand and Four Hundred Sixty ("U.S.") Dollars 
($115,731,460). " 



B. Section III, Assistance Objective 1 : Livelihoods in targeted 
communities improved. Expected Results. 1 . Employment 
opportunities increased of Annex 1 Amplified Description is amended 
in part to add in 1 . the following paragraph: 



Under the Program Area of Protection, Assistance and 
Solutions, USAID will support quick-impact livelihood 
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recovery activities in the wake of Yemen's economic crisis, 
through small-scale infrastructure rehabilitation projects that 
generate employment, provide wages, and restore 
agricultural, transport, water, education, and health assets to 
enhance future production and service delivery 



and 2. the following Foreign Assistance Framework Program Area: 

Humanitarian Assistance — 5.1 Protection, Assistance and 
Solutions. 

All other terms and conditions of Annex 1 Amplified Description 
shall remain in full force and effect. 

C. Table 1 : Illustrative Financial Plan for the Program as set forth in 
Table 1 of Annex 1 Amplified Description of the Assistance 
Agreement is deleted in its entirety and replaced in full with the 
attached Revised Table 1 : Illustrative Financial Plan. 




D. Except as specifically amended or modified herein, the Assistance 
Agreement as amended shall remain in full force and effect in 
accordance with all of its terms and conditions. 

E. This Second Amendment shall enter into force when signed by both 
USAID and the MOPIC
